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The Bonn Contractual Agreements 


hen the contractual agreements were sign- 
Bonn May between the three 
Powers and the Federal Republic Germany, 
was expected that their would 


meet with considerable opposition not only 
Bonn and Paris, but alsoin London. Following 


the ratification these instruments the 


United States Senate, Parliament approved the 
agreements vote 293 253. the 
Federal Republic Germany, Dr. Adenauer 
succeeded piloting them through the first 
reading. 

the question “Do these contractual 
greements constitute treaty the 
answer unequivocal The three 
Powers and the Federal Republic agree these 
agreements that the common aim freely 
negotiated peace settlement for the whole 
Germany, and that the final settlement the 
boundaries Germany must await such 
settlement. Pending peace treaty, they will 
work together achieve peaceful means 
unified Germany which has liberal-democratic 
constitution and integrated within the Euro- 
pean Community. the event the unifi- 
cation Germany, the three Powers agree 
extend the whole country the right accorded 
the Federal Republic under the present con- 


‘ventions and under the European Defenee Com- 


munity Treaty. 

the question these agreements 
result according full sovereignty -the 
Federal Republic would not 
easy give clear-cut answer. The 
Federal Republic given full authority over its 
internal and external affairs. The Occypation 
Statute repealed, The Allied High Commis- 
sion and the Regional Commissions are abolished. 
Relations between the Republic and the three 
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Powers will carried through Ambassadors. 
The three Powers will sponsor the Republic’s 
application for membership international 
organizations. The Republic will assume full 
control civil aviation. All these are attributes 
sovereign power and justify 
answer our question. 

Arguments for negative answer are also 
found these agreements. Full authority over 
the Republic’s internal and external affairs 
While the Charter the Arbitra- 
tion Tribunal provides for jurisdiction over all 
disputes between the three Powers and the Federal 
Republic from the application the 
various conventions which have not been re- 
solved through negotiation, those -connected 
with the exercise the special rights regard 
Berlin, all-German matters and the station- 
ing troops are retained the three Powers, 
not subject arbitral review.

During the reign the Japanese, 
many fishery schools, research laboratories, ice 
factories and shipyards were established. Un- 
fortunately, many these establishments were 


destroyed during World War II. 
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Since the end the war, however, nearly 
all the destroyed establishments have been 
rehabilitated, although the number fishing 
boats still smaller than that the pre-war 
period.

cannot attain their production goal because, 
itself, the land does not produce anything. 
far the improvement the farmers’ live- 
lihood concerned, the utilization and dis- 
tribution land are equally Fur- 
thermore, since the farmers’ income depends 
not only the principal crop, but also se- 
condary crops, helping them the production 
secondary crops also important project. 
Finally, after all the economic considerations for 
the farmers have been taken into account, the 
problem their health remains looked 
into. environmental health program and 
the provision clinical equipment and supplies 
also constitute part the whole 
program for the improvement the fatmers’ 
livelihood.

The Akungtien project 
affords protection from floods 5,000 hectares 
farmland and over 2,000 hectares 
paddy rice fields, while the Liucho project 
supplies water the sugarcane fields the 
outskirts Tainan City, thus raising the sugar 
content the sugarcane and increasing the 
annual production per cent.

Both the specialists and the model 
farmers must highly efficient and their work 
must well coordinated that the seeds 
generally accepted and welcomed the far- 
mers. The agriculture and forestry improve- 
ment stations Pingtung and the model far- 
mers the vicinity Kaohsiung have all car- 
ried out their duties and widely distributed the 
improved seeds farm families.

The third group projects visited has 
supplementary farm production efforts. 
Among these efforts, animal industry the 
most profitable, and among the animals, the 
hog the cheapest raise and brings the high- 
est profit. result government encour- 
agement, Taiwan’s hog production has been 
increased 2,000,000 head. costs the far- 
mers very little raise hogs because they cam 
make use their surplus crop yield, 
makes good fodder when small amout 
beancake added. Alter feeding period 
six seven months, hog may sell for about 
NT$2,000. The hog dung can also used 
fertilizer. hog-raising, the farmers look for

dear Mr. President:

regards unfortunate the fact 
protest against the participation the Chinese 
Communist puppet regime and the so-called 
Red Cross Society Peiping the XVIIIth 
International Red Cross Conference was not 
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accepted the Conference. 

The Chinese Communist puppet regime has 
never been recognized lawful government 
the United Nations. the contrary, 
has been condemned aggressor because 
its activities Korea. When Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek, President the Republic 
China, March 28, 1950, appealed for aid 
from the outside world relieve the famine 
sufferers the mainland China, the puppet 
regime was inhumane enough reject any 
offers assistance. 

The so-called Red Cross Society Peiping 
only agency created by, and under the 
direction of, the puppet regime. Its existence 
merely for propaganda purposes.
